eral millions of dollars would become 
practically useles: if the institution 
was abolished. . 

Termed Constructive Act.

The engineers, delegated by the dis- 
trict attorney to make a report on the 
catastrophe to the coroner's jury, re- 
ported the huge water barier was 
built on rock formation which soft- 
ened with saturation and consequent- 
ly was unsuited to carrv the enor- 
mous load of the 185-foot retaining 
wall. 

Although declaring that a_ suffi- 
ciently thorough examination of the 
geological formations in San Francis- 
quito canyon had not been made, the 
investigators found frem their exam- 
inatjions that the failure of the dam 
was due to defective foundation ma- 
terial.

DEMOCRATS SEEK 
AUTO LEVY REPEAL 


Senator Simmons, Party . 
Leader, Promises To 
Take Fight for Bigger 
Slash to Floor. 


Washington, April 4.—(#)—The re- 
publican majority of. the senate fi- 
nance committee lined up solidly be- 
hind Secretary Mellon’s $200,000,000 
tax reduction program in the first. 
skirmish on the revenue bill today but 
the democrats of the committee in a 
meeting later decided to fight for a 
$300,000,000 slash as a minimum. 

After voting unanimously to report 
a tax reduction bill of some nature, 
the committee agreed to the proposal 
of Secretary Mellon to cut the 13 1-2 
per cent corporation tax only to 12 
per cent rather than 11 1-2 per cent 
as voted by the house. 

Democrats opposed this and asked 
for an 11 per cent rate and then 
an 11 1-2 per cent figure, but oth 
proposals were rejected on strict party 
divisions, 11 to 9, with republicaps 
voting solidly against both. 

Under the $300,000,000 program 
agreed to at the minority conference 
late..today, the democrats would in- 
dorse the 11 per cent corporatiow tax; 
repeal the 3 per cent automobile levy; 
nevise the rates on intermediate sure 
taxes, and increase the exemptions on 
the admissions tax. 

The administration strongly opposes 
repeal of the automobile tax. which 
was voted by the house, Secretary 
Mellon insisting this is demanded 
largely by the manufacturers. ‘The 
democrats also decided to ask for brief 
hearings by the committee in order 
to permit the automobile manufac- 
turers to present their case and to 
give the Chamber of Commerce of “he 
United Staes an opportunity to an- 
swer Mr. Mellon. 

The democratic position assures ¢ 
warm fight on the revenue measure. 
They are outvoted 11 to 3 in commit- 
tee and republicans are expected to 
stand behind the treasury there A 


floor fight is now certain, and bow 
many votes the democrats ean pick up 
there is problematical. A slight shift. 
ing of republicans would give Senator 
Simmons, of North Carolina, demo 
crat leader, a majority, but repub- 
lican independents have announced 
themselves against any tax cut and 
little support from tbat juarter is ex- 
pected by the minority. 

Senator Simmons declared for a 
total $300,000,000 slash or at least a 
figure as high as was approved by the 
house—$290,000,000. He did not have 
the entire support, however, of minor- 
ity members, Senator* King. of Utah, 
desiring to stand by the $200,000,000 
limitation until the extent of appro- 
priations was more definitely deter- 
mined. 

Senators Simmons gave notice also 
that he would carry his fight for a 
larger cut on the corporation tax to 
the floor, but he did not seem enthu- 
siastic about his prospects for success 
there. Republican independents who 
hold the balance of power in the sen- 
ate have declared against any tax re-

Declaring that the measure in its 
present form would cost the federal 
government $1,000,000,000, the ‘Wis- 
consin representative in a statement 
said that railroads and several hun- 
dred land and timber corporations 
would’ benefit immensely from the 


legislation’s proposal that the federal 
yovernment purchase the land for the 
floodways through Missouri, Arkansas 
and Louisiana, and assume the entire 
burden of cost of the project. 

Land to be protected by the flood 
works and “purchased in many cases 
at a few cents per acre, will reach 
enormous values when the flood con- 
trol project is completed,” he said. 
Railreads in the valley, he added, 
would demand $71,000,000 from the 
government for -relocation of their 
lines as a result of the flood work. 

Flood. control legislation will ad- 
vance tomorrow a step further on its 
congressional journey when the house 
rules committee will consider the 
granting of right of way on the floor 
of that chamber to the bill of Senator 
Jones, 

However, it is not expected that 
the legislation will reach the floor 
until late next week. The absence of 
the Illinois house delegation, - includ- 
ing Chairman Reid, of the flood con- 
trol committee, in charge of the bill, 
for the purpose of participating in 
that state’s primary election next 
Tuesday, and the desire of many mem- 
bers to study the measure closely be- 
fore the debate, have been the rea- 
sons assigned by the house repub- 
lican leaders for the delay in action.

New York, April 4.—(4)—The 
realm of spot news was opened to 
the movies today with the first dem- 
onstration of transmitting moving 
pictures over regular teleplione wires. 

Ten feet of film, taken this morn- 
ing in Chicago, was put on the wires 
im that city and received at the New 
York office of the American Tele- 
phone and ‘Telegraph company. It 
was explained that the same pictures 
could have been received simultaneous- 
ly with New York by the six other 
telephoto offices of the company, sit- 
uated in Boston, Cleveland, Atlanta, 
St. Louis, Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. 

The pictures were transmitted at 
the ‘rate of seven minutes for each 
foot and a half of film, the ten-foot, 
strip, with some intermission between 
pieces, being sent in something less 
than two hours. 

Commercial application of the tele- 
photo movies was expected to affect 
chiefly the news reel companies, 
which in the past have had to depend 
on airplanes and trains for distribu- 
tion of their pictures. 

The cost of the new service will be 
approximately $50 a foot of film sent 
from any one of the eight telephoto 
offices to all the other seven. 


Today’s film, a close-up shot of a 
movie actress taken as she alighted 
from a train in Chicago, was taken 
in at .New. York, rushed to a Long 
Island studio for development and 
given a private showing in a Broau- 
way theater, 

Telephotography of still pictures 
has become regular but not until to- | 
day was the field opened to the 
movies. This was done by use of the 
regular telephoto sending and receiv- 
ing sets, but instead of one five-by- 
seven-inch picture being sent at a 
time, 24 consecutive ‘“frames’’ or 
small movie pictures were pasted up 
in three strips side by side and sent 
as one five-by-seven still. Cut apart 
and connected end to end at the re- 
ceiving end this formed a foot and a 
half of film. Then another set of 24 
frames was sent and so on until the 
whole film had been transmitted,

Does not the Roman Catholic 
surrender his individuality to his 
church? And is not this surrender 

a detriment to his personal free- 

dom? Please state the Catholic 

and Protestant positions on this 
issue. 

The Roman Catholic surrenders his 
private judgment, not his individual- 
ity, to his ehurch. He can be as lib- 
eral or conservative as he pleases in 
literature, science, the arts and poli- 
tics, provided he acknowledges and 
obeys the authority of his church in 


spiritual matters. 

Moreover, the right of private judg- 
ment is used by both Catholics and 
Protestants, but in different ways. 
The former uses it once for all in 
transferring its religious rights to the 
church; the Protestants use it con- 
tinuously without regard to external 
authority. 

The argument for the Catholic po- 
sition is that “given a revelation of 
God in Christianity, what more nat- 
ural than that this revelation should 
be committed to the church; and if 
‘this is committed how much better 
the authorized judgment of the church 
in all matters of faith than the judg- 
ment of the individual; how much 
safer the investment of one’s religious 
belief in the church than if held 
among one’s private securities.” 

The argument for the Protestant 
position is that responsibility to God 
belongs primarily to the individual. 
Therefore free approach to Him is an 
inalienable right conducive to spirit- 
ual development, intellectual free- 
dom and general religious progress. 
It insists upon the organization of 
Christianity, but demands that it 
shall be open to the mind of humanity 
and responsive to the verified claims 
of knowledge, whether within or with- 
out Christianity. 

The weakness of the Catholic posi- 
tion is that it does not allow suf- 
ficient flexibility for individual dif- 
ferences. The weakness of the Protes- 
tant position is that it does not recog- 
nize as it should the corporate life 
and mission of the church. The late 
President William Jewett Tucker pre- 
sents the case for both branches of 
our common Christianity in his book,

Obe- 
dience is required to certain condi- 
tions and instructions and the lib- 
erty of a probationer with respect to 
his actions, habits, associations, oc- 
cupation and place of abode is tem- 
porarily restricted, while at the same 
time numerous facilities are extend- 
ed to enable him to regain his stand- 
ing. 

The official records of our courts 
show that probation is successful in 
a high percentage of the cases to 
which it is applied. Obviously the 
system must have at its service the 
most competent personnel and one 
skilled in the use of all modern re- 
sources that make for the physieal 
and moral rehabilitation of the of- 
fender,

Plans $75,000) 
‘EndowmentDrivé 


A campaign to raise $75,000 as 
an endowment fund for the Sparta 
Agricultural and Industrial Institute, 


Inc., 
a memorial to former slaves, has re- 
cently been inaugurated by those in 
charge of the school. Linton Stephens 
Ingraham, principal, arrived in At- 
lanta Wednesday to seek funds here. 

Ingraham states that he expects to 
raise the $75,000 endowment. fund 
within six months from contributions 
chiefly from southern people. 

Ingraham is a former slave and 
was owned by the brother of Alexan- 
der Hamilton Stephens. The latter 
educated him and told him -to spread 
the doctrine of education among his 
people as Stephens believed this to 
be the only solution for the new race 
problems created by the freeing of 
the slaves. 

Seventeen years ago, remembering 
Stephens’ injunction, Ingraham sold 
the home for which he and his wife 
had made, many sacrifices, and estab- 
lished the Sparta school on. three 
acres of land in a small frame build~ 
ing. Today; as a result of the fore- 
sight, vision and unceasing toil of 
Ingraham and his wife, the school 
has three buildings and 53 acres of 
land. It has 200 students and the 
prospects ‘are that the number will 
be greatly increased next year. It is 
to- take care of this increase and to 
continue its present work that In- 
graham is asking for the $75,000 en- 
dowment fund. 

The work of the Sparta Agricul- 
tural and Industrial institute has 
been indorsed by former Governor 
Clifford Walker, the late S. G. Me- 
Lendon, former secretary of state; C. 
W. Moran, county superintendent of 
schools, Sparta, and by numerous othb- 
er well-known. personages.

Stiffening 
Is Cause 


When Playing Into Wind; 
Results Disastrous.

The golfers are getting out on the 
northern courses again, and I wish 

to give a word of warning. 

They will find the old desire to 
press. Pressing is different from 
hard hitting, against which there is 
no objection. All leading players uit 
the ball hard. The days of caressing 
it have gone. 

But pressing usually results in mis- 
timing the shot due to a faulty co- 
ordination of the different movem. nts, 
because of too great an effort by 
some set of muscles. 

Usually when we try to make a 
greater effort or hit a really long 
ane, we grip the club tighter. The 
right hand is a big offender in this 
regard, for as a rule it is the stronger 
hand. This has the tendency of 
tightening the muscles of the fore- 
arms, and as a result the shot loses 
some of its smoothness. Or again, we 
may stiffen the muscles 9f.the legs 
and thereby make pivoting more dif- 
ficult. with its consequent result on 
the shot. 


" 


Disaster. 

Often these faults become quite 
apparent and aggravated when play- 
ing into the wind, and the results are 
correspondingly disastrous. Why this 
should he is hard to understand. It 
is, however, a matter of. observation 
that with inexperienced players there 
is a tendency to hit much harder into 
a wind. 

The same phenomenon exists in 
baseball. One is inclined to hit hard- 
er at a fast ball. Many a pitcher has 
fanned a batter by first making a 
terrific wind up and then delivering 


a slow ball. ‘The batter makes a 
greater effort and hits too soon. 

The moral is apparent; hit hard, 
but do it quietly: grip firmly but -r:ct 
grimly, and don't stiffen the body. 

This brings us to another feature 
of the swing. which is vital to its suc- 

"cess. I refer to relaxation. Golf, 
like other sports, is done best when 
it is played smoothly and effortlessly. 
One of the first points noticeable 
about a novice in most games is his 
jerky, awkward movements. He 
seems to think a great effort is re- 
quired, and consequently stiffens the 
muscles. 


« “Cure.” " 

Before taking any “cure,” the golf- 
er will be wise to determine if his | 
fault is not generally one of tension. | 
In extreme cases this fault is patent 
to any observant critic, but there are 
cases on the border line where the 
absence of relaxation is hard to de- 
tect. 

Usually tension exhibits itself in 
forearm muscles and knees, and some- 
times, by feeling the forearm muscles, 
it is quite apparent that the golfer is 
trying too hard. Relaxation of the 
grip and the body generally will! in 
numerous instances improve the play 
when other specific “cures” have fail- 
ed absolutely. 

ne must, of course, always guard 
against exaggeration. Whenever a 
fault has been pointed, either of omis- 
sion or commission, the very fact of 
the player's :.ttention beijing directed 
to it seems to magnify it unduly. The 
remedy adopted assumes too promi- 
nent a part, and usually in its turn 
becomes a fault. 

Example. 

An example is seen in the player 
who finds that his arms are too close 
to his body in the back swing. To 
remedy this, he throws his arms away 
from the body, and the second condi- 
tion is as bad as the first, if not 
worse. 

There is a happy medium in these 
matters, and as a general rule, when 
two extreme courses present them- 
selves to the player, he will be sen- 
sible to ignore both and strike a hap- 
py medium. For golf, when it is

Fourth of Noted Doctors. 

Fourth in a line of distinguished 
physicians, Dr. Nicolson earned a 
reputation as one of the most fearless 
and successful surgeons of the south. 
He was credited with having perform- 
ed the first appendicitis operation in 
the south at a time when opening 
the abdominal cavity was thought cer- 
tain death. Dr. Nicolson contributed 
the use of the celluloid plate in skull 
operation work to surgery and was one 
of the first surgeons in the country 
to advocate ligation of the external 
carotid artery preceding major op- 
erations about the face and jaw. 

Dr. Nicolson’s first appendicitis 
operation was performed on a patient 
at Grady hospital in 1892, the patient 
living until two years ago. The op- 
eration was a complete success 10 
spite of the high mortality accompany- 
ing such operations which seemed to 
justify the fear of Grady staff. sur- 
geons who would not back him in the 
operation, it was said.
